5.  Regulation  2-5  is  amended  by  adding  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  “  Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  regu¬ 
lation  shall  not  apply  to: — 

“(a)  A  person  qualified  as  a  dependent  under 
Regulation  l-2(b)  who  is  attending  a 
school  for  the  deaf  and  the  blind  operated 
by  the  Government  of  British  Columbia: 
or 

“(6)  A  resident  of  the  Province  who,  while  he  is 
a  patient  in  the  Poliomyelitis  Pavilion  of 
the  Pearson  Hospital,  is  transferred  to  a 
general  hospital  for  the  purpose  of  receiv¬ 
ing  care  or  treatment  for  the  acute  stage 
of  illness  or  disease.” 

6.  Regulation  3-1  is  amended  by  inserting,  after 
“in-patient”  and  immediately  before  clause  (a), 
the  following:  “  Provided  that  no  qualified  person 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  as  an  in-patient  benefit, 
any  treatment  or  diagnostic  service  not  connected 
with  the  illness  or  condition  which  necessitated  the 
person’s  being  admitted  as  an  in-patient  and  which 
could  normally  be  rendered  to  such  a  person  as  an 
out-patient.” 

7.  Regulation  3-5  is  rescinded,  and  the  following 
is  substituted  therefor: — 

“  3-5.  Where  a  qualified  person  has  not  been  ad¬ 
mitted  to  hospital  as  an  in-patient  but  has  been 
rendered  emergency  services  within  twenty-four 
hours  of  being  accidentally  injured,  or  where  a 
qualified  person  has  received  minor  surgery,  there 
shall  be  paid  to  the  hospital  by  such  a  person  the 
sum  of  $2.  Where  the  cost  of  such  services  or  treat¬ 
ment  exceeds  $2,  the  hospital  may,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Commissioner  and  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  him,  receive  payment  of  the  amount  in  excess 
thereof  from  the  Hospital  Insurance  Fund.  The 
Commissioner  shall  define  emergency  services  and 
minor  surgery,  and  shall  specify  the  benefits  which 
are  to  be  made  available  under  this  regulation.  In 
respect  of  all  other  treatment  or  services  rendered 
to  a  person  who  is  not  an  in-patient,  such  a  person 
shall  pay  to  the  hospital  the  total  cost  of  providing 
the  treatment  or  services  as  determined  by  the 
hospital.” 
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8.  The  regulations  are  further  amended  by  in¬ 
serting  the  following  as  Regulation  3-6: — 

“  3-6.  The  Commissioner  may  extend  the  period 
of  time  prescribed  by  Regulation  3-5  if  he  is  satis¬ 
fied  that  emergency  services  could  not  be  obtained 
within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  accident  taking 
place,  but  any  such  extension  shall  be  valid  only 
until  the  time  at  which  the  said  emergency  services 
could  reasonably  be  obtained.” 

9.  Regulation  4-1  is  amended  by  adding  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  “  The  provisions  of  this  regulation  apply  to 
cases  of  illness  or  accidental  injury  which  occur 
outside  British  Columbia,  but  no  person  who  leaves 
the  Province  to  seek  treatment  elsewhere  shall  be 
entitled  to  benefits  under  this  regulation  unless  it  is 
established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner 
that  it  is  necessary  and  advisable  for  such  a  person 
to  seek  treatment  outside  the  Province.” 

10.  Regulation  4-2  is  amended  by  adding  the 
following:  “  No  payment  shall  be  made  from  the 
Hospital  Insurance  Fund  unless  application  for 
same  is  made  to  the  Commissioner  within  six 
months  of  the  day  on  which  the  patient  is  admitted 
to  hospital.”

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be

mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 


98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b )  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House. 

(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session  or  if 
the  petition  has  not  been  presented  to  the  House 
within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount 
to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars. 
If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  until 
this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing  Order 
100,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask, 
the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  ( 1 )  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same.
